Art. 2. Upon motion made by John W. Farrar, voted 
to raise and appropriate $2,500. to defray town charges for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. Upon motion made by Frank E. Garvin, voted 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,604.88 for town 
highways. 

Upon motion made by Frank E. Garvin, voted that the 
town use the money received from the State for Class V 
highways, to make permanent improvement on town roads; 
that the roads to be improved shall be designated by the 
Board of Selectmen, with the object of improving the means 
of communication between different parts of the town and 
with State Aid roads; that the Selectmen shall make a 
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definite plan for this work, and after a piece of road has 
been started, the state money shall be used on that road 
until that road is finished. That the Board of Selectmen 
shall make a special report of this work each year in the 
Town Report. 


Art. 4. Upon motion made by Cyrus C. Wheeler, voted 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,950. for State 
Maintenance. 

Art. 5. Upon motion made by Walter C. Blackman, ~ 
voted to accept State Aid Construction, and raise and appro- 
priate $976.50 for the same. 


Art. 6. Motion made by Frank E. Garvin to raise and 
appropriate $35. for Memorial Day. 

Amendment made by Ralph C. Walker to raise and 
appropriate $5. to be used for purchasing a flag for the 
Town Hall, provided that the town does not own one. Matter 
of purchase to be left with the Memorial Day Committee. 

Amendment made by Harrie E. Mills, that the money 
be spent under the direction of members of the American 
Legion. Motion passed as amended.

$65. for the care of the East Cemetery. 

Amendment made by Cyrus C. Wheeler, that the town 
raise and appropriate an additional sum of $35. for the 
care of the East Cemetery. Said amount to be available in 
case favorable action is taken on Article 16. 

Motion passed as amended.

Atr. 13. Upon motion made by Iru M. Waite, voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. 

Art. 14. Upon motion made by Henry Milburn, voted 
that the town allow a discount of 3% on all taxes paid on 
or before July 1st. 


Art. 15. Upon motion made by Walter C. Blackman, 
voted to pass over the Article. 


Art. 16. Upon motion made by Cyrus C. Wheeler, voted 
that the Selectmen be authorized to buy from Nathaniel E. 
Wheeler the tract of land which he purchased last summer 
adjoining the East Cemetery, for cemetery purposes, and 
raise and appropriate $30. for this purpose. The balance 
to go into the cemetery fund for that cemetery. 


Art. 17. Upon motion made by John G. Pride, voted 
that Article 17 and Article 18 be taken up in conjunction. 
Motion made by Albert L. Grant. 


Ist. That twelve hundred dollars ($1,200.) be and is 
hereby appropriated for the purpose of providing electric 
lighting for the streets and public buildings of the Town and 
of School District. 

2nd. That said appropriation be raised as_ follows: 
Twelve hundred dollars, ($1,200) as needed by notes of 
the town, made against unpaid taxes, and by use of any 
unappropriated money in the Treasury. 


3rd. That said twelve hundred dollars ($1,200.) be 
applied for the neighborhood of Long Pond. 


4th. That the Selectmen be, and are hereby empowered 
to make contracts with one or more Public Service companies 
to do said lighting. 


5th. That said appropriation shall remain in the public 
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treasury until the Town Meeting of 1935, unless the above 
contract is previously negotiated by the Selectmen. 

Amendment made by Frank E. Garvin, that said appro- 
priation shall become available on condition that the people 
of the Long Pond neighborhood sign for the balance of 
cost between the town appropriation and the cost of building 
the line. Motion passed as amended.

From the foregoing table it is evident that our schools 
have suffered considerably from absences during the past 
year. Most of these were on account of illness. 
usual drop (more than 2%) from the preceding year’s record 
is an unfortunate one, and means considerable loss, as the

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ScHOOL BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 

No extensive remodeling of any school has been under- 
taken during the past summer. The Montalona school was 
repainted inside. As it became necessary to use the Page’s 
Corner school this year, a few minor repairs there were 
made. This school has temporary approval by the State 
Board, for use with a small class. If it is to continue in 
use, more extensive alterations should be made. 

Last year, the need for satisfactory seats and desks at 
Montalona was pointed out. Each year’s wear of the present 
furniture makes the need greater. 


AGE OF ENTRANCE TO FIRST GRADE 

Each year, parents request the privilege of sending to 
school some children who are too young to do well the 
work of the first grade. These parents make the mistake 
of thinking that if the child gets an early start, his chances 
of progress through the school course will be improved. 
The opposite is likely to be the case; for the child usually 
finds new tasks coming to him from year to year that are 
just a little too hard for a child of his age to grasp, while 
the more mature members of his grade can learn them 
easily. The result is frequently a failure to be promoted at 
some point in the course, with resulting discouragement ; 
or more often a case of being just a little behind the others 
all the way along, and barely making the grade. If no pupil 
entered school until after he had passed his sixth birthday, 
the chances of success on the part of all would be improved; 
and a child would seldom if ever lose by it, if he should wait 
until he were seven years old before entering. 


Tue TREND TOWARD SCHOOL CENTRALIZATION 

During the past twelve years, the number of one-room 
schools in New Hampshire has decreased from 803 to 512. 
The number of pupils transported, during the past six years, 
has increased more than 60%. The present public demand 
for economy in school expenditures seems to accelerate this 
tendency to close the small one-room school and transport

the pupils to larger centers. As improved highways and 
improved vehicles for transportation are provided, the great- 
est objections to centralization are being overcome. 

Some day a two-room school at Dunbarton Centre can be 
made by remodeling the present building. Two teachers can 
be employed—one for the primary and one for the upper 
grades. This plan would make possible improved educational 
opportunities for all children within a reasonable transport- 
ing distance from the school, at no increase in cost after the 
original expense of providing the room. Those children who 
are now being transported to Page’s Corner could about 
as easily be carried to the Centre. The resulting division 
of classes would lighten the burden of the Centre school 
~ teacher, who now has an enrollment of 28 pupils, a large 
group to handle effectively with all grades in one room. 


CONCLUSION 


Grateful acknowledgment is here made of the interest in 
the work of our schools, as shown by the increased number 
of visits by parents and other citizens, by the cooperation 
of the Community Club in carrying on an annual public 
speaking contest, and in many other ways. Let us continue 
to work together for the good of our children.
